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CMHC Insurance - 
How Does it Work? 

Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
(CMHC) provides mortgage loan insurance to 
lenders for home buyers with a down payment 
of less than 20%. CMHC insurance helps protect 
lenders against mortgage default, enabling 
buyers to purchase homes with a minimum down 
payment of 5% of the purchase price, which is the 
minimum down payment allowed in Canada. The 
down payment is the amount of money that the 
buyer will need to find from his own resources 
to put towards the purchase, for example, from 
savings, from selling an asset etc.

Crown closes its case against 
Innisfil man chaiged in death

The Crown has closed its case in the trial of 
an 18-year-old Innsifil man charged in the 
death of Bradley Hubbard during an alterca¬ 
tion at a glow-in-the-dark mini-golf venue. 

Matthew Spring, now 21, is accused of stab¬ 
bing Hubbard in the neck with a broken putter 
at the Putting Edge golf course in Barrie on 
Aug. 12, 2011. 

Spring's lawyer insists it was a case of self- 
defence after Hubbard grabbed Spring's 
brother by the neck and began to strangle him. 

On the witness stand, Coroner Michael Pol- 
lanen pointed to photographs of a small hole 
on Hubbard's neck, 1.5 centimetres wide and 4 
centimetres deep, which nicked his jugular 
vein and carotid artery. 

"It would have been like putting a hole in a 
garden hose," explained Pollanen. "It caused 
massive bleeding." He noted Hubbard was a 
large man at six-foot-three and 312 pounds. 
Previous witnesses described Hubbard as 
"massive." The jury watched a video showing 
Hubbard walk out to the lobby, bare-chested, 
holding his bleeding neck. Moments later, he 
collapsed and died. 

The jury also heard from Hubbard's 
common-law widow, Stephanie Reed. 

Weeping and holding a tissue, Reed told the 
jury Spring, his brother and another teen were 
being "loud and obnoxious" when her husband 
walked over to them and the altercation 
started. 

"They had Brad up against the wall," said 
Reed, sobbing. "One of them had him pinned 


against the wall and was leaning on him." 

"You say they were being loud and obnox¬ 
ious at first -- was any of that directed at your 
group?" defence lawyer Angela McLeod asked. 

"No, not at first," answered Reed. 

She went on to testify during cross-examina¬ 
tion that she didn't see Hubbard grab one of 
the teens by the neck and lift him off the 
ground. 


Reed told McLeod her view of the altercation 
was obstructed by partitions in what was a 
"loud, noisy and dark" mini-golf course. 

McLeod also displayed a photograph of 
Spring's brother, Justin Spring, now 19, show¬ 
ing red marks on his neck that the coroner said 
was consistent with "non-sustained" strangula¬ 
tion. 

The trial continues. 


Area farm land prices are on the rise

Farmland prices in the Barrie and Innisfil 
area are growing right along with the crops. 

Farm Report 2014, produced by Re/Max 
Chay Realty, shows farmland is selling for 
$10,000 to $16,000 per acre in this area, which 
also includes Innisfil, Springwater Township, 
Tottenham and Bradford. 

The average price last year was $11,000 an 
acre. 

"In the past year, demand for farmland in 
this region has been extraordinary due to re¬ 
locations from developing areas," according to 
the report. "Recently, owners in Simcoe 
County have grown their operations signifi¬ 
cantly, buying smaller pieces of land from 
farmers moving out of the region to areas 
where land is cheaper." 

The report says popular crops in this area 
include soybeans, corn, wheat and hay. There 
are also livestock operations such as dairy and 
poultry. 

But increasingly, farmland closer to Toronto, 
Bradford and Bolton, and along Highway 400, 
is being sold to developers. 

Nine farms have sold so far this year, com¬ 
pared to six sales in all of 2013. 


The report says farmland in Oro-Medonte 
Township, north of Barrie, is selling for $6,000 
to $8,000 an acre, while in Springwater it's 
$10,000 to $12,000 an acre. 

In Essa Township, farmland sells for $12,000 
to $20,000 an acre. 

Demand for farmland in this area continues 
to increase as supply decreases, the report 
says, and demand is expected to stay steady in 


the coming months. 

Re/Max Chay says the price of farmland in 
most Canadian markets has either held steady 
or increased this year - following a period of 
strong year-over-year growth. 

Lower crop prices, floods and challenging 
winter weather conditions have failed to signif¬ 
icantly have an effect on the Canadian agricul¬ 
tural real estate market, the report says.

A nyone not taking Patrick Brown's bid seriously for 
the Ontario Progressive Conservative Party leader¬ 
ship had better start. The Barrie MP made his 
intentions clear Sunday. 

Brown joins Whitby MPP Christine Elliott and Nipiss- 
ing MPP Vic Fedeli, who are running, along with 
Lambton-Kent-Middlesex MPP Monte McNaughton and 
Nepean-Carleton MPP Lisa MacLeod, who've also 
shown interest in the Tory leadership. 

Tim Hudalc's replacement will be chosen by the PC 
membership May 9, 2015. 

Brown, 36, has more than a few obstacles to over¬ 
come. 

While he does have a long involvement with the 
provincial party, some view him as an outsider. Brown 
has been a federal MP since 2006. 

He has no provincial riding to call home. Liberal Ann 
Hoggarth represents Barrie, following her June 12 vic¬ 
tory. 

Brown, at least to this point, also has no discernible 
platform to convince provincial Tories that he's the one 
to lead them from the provincial wilderness where 
Hudak took them. 

He will need to say more than the PCs need a “mas¬ 
sive reboot” and that he's tired of losing elections they 
should be winning. 

But there are indicators Brown is a real contender, 
maybe even the front-runner right now. 

Look no further than comments made by Garfield 
Dunlop, PC Simcoe North MP. 

“He (Brown) knows nothing about provincial politics,” 
he said. “He'd be the last guy I'd choose.” 

Public attacks by one PC on another are rare; Dunlop 
wouldn't waste his breath on a non-contender. 

But the attacks on Brown have not just come from 
within. 

The same day Brown declared, the Liberal caucus 
posted a photograph of him shaking Hudak's hand - the 
very day, in Barrie, when the Hudak announced his 
plans to cut 100,000 public service jobs, eventually 
dooming his campaign. 

The message is Brown and Hudak are peas of a pod. 
The Grits wouldn't paint Brown this way if he wasn't a 
contender. 

Just remember the PC leadership isn't a general elec¬ 
tion. Only party members vote. 

There are about 10,000 registered Tories in Ontario 
right now, and Brown has said he wants more. 

“I want to bring thousands of new people into the 
party,” he said. 

Supporters, that is. 

Whichever candidate brings the most new members 
into the party will likely win the PC leadership.

Even 
American President Barrack Obama has 
said that Canada could be doing more, 
and that his concern impacts the deci¬ 
sion on the Keystone XL pipeline.

The worst-kept secret in provincial politics is out. 

Barrie MP Patrick Brown officially threw his hat into the ring 
Sunday to be the next leader of the Progressive Conservative 
Party of Ontario. 

Speaking to a noisy room of 400 supporters at the 
Southshore Centre in Barrie, Brown, 36, acknowledged what 
many had been suspecting for months. 

Whitby MPP Christine Elliott was the first to launch her bid 
to lead the party followed by Nipissing MPP Vic Fedeli's 
announcement last week. Lambton-Kent-Middlesex MPP 
Monte McNaughton has indicated he will run and Nepean- 
Carleton MPP Lisa MacLeod looks to be launching a leader¬ 
ship campaign. 

Former leader Tim Hudak resigned after the June 12 elec¬ 
tion in which the party lost nine seats. Simcoe-Grey MPP Jim 
Wilson was appointed interim leader until a replacement is 
found. 

It's time for a change in the party, Brown said in an inter¬ 
view prior to Sunday's announcement, adding that he would 
rely on his experience as an MP. 

"Frankly, we need a fresh start for the PC Party of Ontario. 
We need someone not associated with the baggage of past fail¬ 
ures, who owes no favours to special interest groups and 
insiders," he said. "Given my history of working in Ottawa as a 
Member of Parliament, worldng with new Canadians, working 
with young people and professional associations, I'd be well- 
equipped to bring that change to the PC party. 

"The key aspect is, this party needs a massive reboot. It 
needs a massive rebuild and we need someone who can break 
from this past of the tired status quo, this sense of defeat," 
Brown said. "We need someone who is going to be hard work¬ 
ing, who knows how to win and has the ability to expand the 
reach of the part." 

Over the last three months, he's been touring the province 
speaking to party members. 

"I've been listening to their concerns and trying to under¬ 
stand their frustrations," he said. "Whether it's the rural areas, 
whether it's the big cities, whether it's the far north, whether 
it's areas like Windsor, or Ottawa or Kingston, I've been trying 
to travel the province and certainly the feedback I've gotten 
has been encouraging.

When she returned to Innisfil shortly before 11 p.m., 
she was arrested and charged and released on condi¬ 
tions to stay away from the man pending a November 
court date.

“They want an approach that is 
less top-down. They want an 
approach that is more a team 
approach." 

Asked if he could run for the 
leadership and still represent the 
people of Barrie in Ottawa, Brown 
said he is balancing his travelling 
with duties as an MP. 

"I take my job seriously as a 
Member of Parliament. We've cer¬ 
tainly been able to continue our 
level of activity in Barrie," he said. 
"We managed to host another suc¬ 
cessful half marathon with a record 
turnout, we were able to raise a new 
record in support of cancer centre. 
I'm always ready to meet any con¬ 
stituent who has concerns." 

Brown said there is no precedent 
that suggests sitting MPs must 
resign their seat to seek the leader¬ 
ship of a provincial party. 

Brown wants to expand the 
provincial PC party's base. 

"With 10,000 party memberships 
right now, we're too small. We don't 
have the depth of an organization 
that we have to have to succeed," he 
said. "I want to grow the reach of 
our party in a huge way. I want to 
bring thousands of new people into 
the party so we can have that com¬ 
petitive organization. 

"I look at the prime minister and 
the success he'd had in Ontario 
where he won 44% of the votes and 
over 70 seats in Ontario in place like 
Kenora and Scarborough and 
Toronto: all over the place. 

"The lesson there is you expand 
the reach of your party. My goal is 
to invite (new party members) to 
participate in the leadership and to 
still stay involved after that." 

Brown said he comes from "one 
of the most successful political 
organizations, the Conservatives, in 
the modern era. 

"Stephen Harper has won the last 
three elections in a row, growing his 
plurality in each election. We have 
learned how to build an organiza¬ 
tion which has reached everywhere 
in the province," he said.

Not currently sitting as an MPP is 
a challenge he's ready to take on, 
Brown added. 

"The party needs a fresh start and 
certainly there is a precedent for 
leaders coming in from outside of 
the existing caucus, whether that 
would Jean Charest, Brian Tobin, 
Ernie Eves, John Tory, or just 
recently, in Alberta with Jim Pren¬ 
tice," he said. "The example I would 
like to highlight would be Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, who won 
his party's leadership and then 
entered afterward." (Harper ran in a 
by-election). In all those cases, 
opportunities presented them¬ 
selves."

Brown wouldn't reveal his strat¬ 
egy about winning a seat and 
becoming an MPP. 

"I'd certainly look at the first rea¬ 
sonable opportunity to enter the 
provincial legislature," he said. "But 
I see it as a real advantage not to 
have to have any of the baggage 
associated with the recent defeat, 
and frankly, the defeats before that. 
I have no association with past 
policy failures." 

But not all party members are 
pleased with his decision. 

Simcoe North MPP Garfield 
Dunlop, who was not at Brown's 
announcement on Sunday, said he 
doesn't support the Barrie Conser¬ 
vative MP's bid for leadership. 

“First of all, he knows nothing 
about provincial politics," Dunlop 
said. “He'd be the last guy I'd 
choose." Dunlop has already pub¬ 
licly announced his support for Lisa 
McLeod, who currently represents 
Nepean-Carleton in the Ontario 
legislature. 

Unlike Brown, McLeod has a lot 
of experience in provincial politics, 
Dunlop said. McLeod asks impor¬ 
tant questions in the legislature and 
has held important critics' portfo¬ 
lios, Dunlop said. 

“I don't know what he's done for 
the provincial party ever to make 
him qualified to have anything to 
offer," Dunlop said of Brown. 

“He's a federal member who's 
made no headway whatsoever in 


the Harper Government in the eight 
or nine years he's been there. How 
could I possibly think he could 
come to Ontario and do a good job 
when he couldn't even make cabi¬ 
net in Ottawa?" 

Simcoe North MP Bruce Stanton 
said just because Brown hasn't 
made Harper's cabinet doesn't 
mean Brown is ineffective. 


“Not everyone can be in cabinet 
in a caucus of 161 people," Stanton 
said. Brown's vote margin has 
increased each election since 2006, 
Stanton said. 

“I think that's a mark of his value 
to the people he represents," Stan¬ 
ton said. Brown is “certainly capa¬ 
ble" of leading the Ontario PCs, 
Stanton said. But Stanton, also a 


member of the provincial party, has 
said he supports Whitby-Oshawa 
MPP Christine Elliott in her bid. 

“I just happen to prefer the qual¬ 
ity and background she brings," 
Stanton said. “It's not intended to 
be a slight against any of the other 
candidates, Patrick included." 

Party members won't select their 
new leader until May 9, 2015.

Homeless woman 
remembered

To every thing there is a season. 

As the minister read Ecclesiastes 3 to the assem¬ 
bled at Memorial Square in Barrie Wednesday 
afternoon, a flock of grey pigeons rose above the 
Canadian flag, breaking away from the white seag¬ 
ulls they'd been flying with around the shoreline to 
perch on a rooftop across the street. 

Against a grey sky, a faint mist fell as Rev. Colin 
MacDonald read from the Old Testament in 
memory of Lucy Pinho and other homeless people 
who've recently died in the city of Barrie. 

“There's a time to be born and time to die,” Mac¬ 
Donald said to the social workers who sat beside 
homeless people, and to street beat police officers 
who were there to pay their respects to Pinho who 
was found dead near the washrooms at Heritage 
Park Friday, Sept. 5. 

Originally from Toronto, Pinho had moved to 
Barrie and at one point, accepted the services of 
the Canadian Mental Health Association and the 
David Busby Street Centre. But due to mental ill¬ 
ness, Pinho became distrustful of people and 
being inside buildings, and refused to enter 
churches during the coldest months of the year to 
take comfort in the Out of the Cold program. 

“There's a time to weep and a time to laugh,” the 
minister said to the middle-aged woman carrying 
two white and one blue rose in memory of a lady 
she'd never met. 

Debbie said she drove up from Mississauga after 
she'd visited Barrie in September, and followed the 
white ribbons tied around poles and sign posts to 
the similarly decorated grate where Pinho used to 
sleep. 

Tears were quickly brushed away as she 
described her own life two years ago, living in her

van in the snow without a home and how when 
she saw Pinho's grate, she knew how easily that 
could have been her own fate. 

Pinho slept on a steel platform in an alleyway 
behind the TD bank on Collier Street, but was 
asked to vacate the property by city staff who said 
they'd received complaints that a woman was 
camping downtown.

Near the end of August, a large fence was 
installed around the grate so she couldn't 
return to the spot and soon afterward, her 
health began to fail. 

"A time to mourn and a time to dance,” 
the Central United Church pastor said to 
Nick, who ran tributes to Pinho on his 
Downtown and Around Town social media 
page after she died. 

Nick tried to get Pinho into an apart¬ 
ment and would bring her paperwork to 
sign for identification, welfare cheques or 
an apartment on a semi-regular basis. 

It seemed to him the days he brought the 
papers, she wasn't in the mood to sign 
them, and when he forgot them, she'd ask 
him for them. 

He wants to break the stigma of home¬ 
less people, let others know they're not all 
drug addicts and alcoholics but that some 
suffer from invisible mental illnesses that 


block their ability to function. 

"A time to get, and a time to lose; a time 
to keep, and a time to cast away,” the rev¬ 
erend intoned before Sara Peddle of the 
Busby centre asked the crowd to share 
their memories of Pinho and other disen¬ 
franchised who'd also lost their lives this 
year. 

Peddle and her crew at the Busby are 
just settling in to their new digs at the 
corner of Mulcaster and McDonald streets, 
where they moved after leaving the Collier 
Street United Church's community hall in 
August. 

Large windows allow natural light into 
the white-walled rooms with clean ceramic 
floors that will offer respite, daytime shel¬ 
ter and social services to the homeless. 

"A time to rend, and a time to sew; a time 
to keep silence, and a time to speak,” 
McDonald told the people, and the 
pigeons who had stayed for the memorial 
service.

3 Expansion Environmental Study Report to identify a preferred solution for 
expanding the Lakeshore Water Treatment Plant and improve water works in 
Innisfil for the future. As the Town proceeded through the conceptual design 
stage of the project, a new solution was identified as having lower impact on 
the social and natural environment. This new recommended solution allows 
for a single treatment process which creates less waste, provides enhanced 
flexibility and ease of implementation for future capacity expansions, and a 
smaller construction footprint including less construction on the waterfront.

NOTICE OF THE PASSING OF AN INTERIM CONTROL BY-LAW 

FOR MEDICAL MARIHUANA PRODUCTION FACILITIES 

TAKE NOTICE that the Council of the Corporation of the Town of Innisfil 
passed By-law No. 104-14 on the 17th day of September, 2014. 

THE PURPOSE AND EFFECT for the passing of the Interim Control By-Law 
is to restrict medical marihuana production facilities from locating within 
the Town of Innisfil, for a maximum period of up to one year, based on 
Council’s direction that further review of land use policies and provisions 
be undertaken for the siting of these facilities within Innisfil. The Interim 
Control By-Law applies to all land within the Town of Innisfil. 

AND TAKE NOTICE that any person or agency may appeal to the 
Ontario Municipal Board in respect to the By-law by filing with the 
Clerk, Town of Innisfil, 2101 Innisfil Beach Road, Innisfil, Ontario, L9S

setting out the objection to the By-law and the reasons in support of the 
objection. A fee of $125.00 is required by the Ontario Municipal Board 
payable to the Minister of Finance in the form of a certified cheque or 
money order. The 0MB prescribed Appellant Form (A1) must be filed 
with any appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board. This form is available 
in the Customer Service area of the Municipal Office or online at 
www.omb.gov.on.ca. 

The complete By-law is available for inspection at the Clerk’s Office at 
2101 Innisfil Beach Road during regular office hours. Only individuals, 
corporations and public bodies may appeal the Zoning By-law to the Ontario 
Municipal Board. A Notice of Appeal may not be filed by an unincorporated 
body or group. A Notice of Appeal may, however, be filed in the name of 
an individual who is a member of an incorporated association or group on 
its behalf. 

No person or public body shall be added as a party to the hearing of the 
appeal unless, before the by-law was passed, the person or public body 
made oral submissions at a public meeting or written submissions to 
the Council or, in the opinion of the Ontario Municipal Board, there are 
reasonable grounds to add the person or public body as a party.
